Correspondents  will  greatly  oblige  us  by  observing  as  far  as  possible  the  following 
points  in  making  out  their  orders: 

1st.  All  orders  should  be  sent  in  as  early  as  possible,  as  it  will  be  my  rule  to 
execute  them  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received. 

2nd.  All  orders  should  be  legibly  written  out  on  a  separate  sheet,  and  not  mixed 
up  in  the  body  of  the  letter,  thereby  saving  us  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  and  tending  to 
prevent  mistakes. 

3rd.  When  particular  varieties  are  ordered,  it  should  be  stated  whether,  and  to 
what  extent,  substitution  will  be  allowed,  in  case  the  order  cannot  be  filled  to  the  letter, 
as  happens  occasionally  in  all  establishments.  When  no  instructions  in  this  respect 
accompany  the  order,  I  shall  feel  at  liberty  to  substitute  other  varieties  as  nearly  simi- 
lar as  possible.  If  the  selection  of  varieties  is  left  entirely  to  me,  I  shall  endeavor  to 
send  only  such  sorts  as  are  acknowledged  to  give  general  satisfaction. 

4th.  All  trees  and  plants  are  carefully  labeled  and  securely  packed  in  the  best 
manner,  for  which  a  moderate  charge,  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  material  only,  will 
be  made. 

5th.  It  is  requested  that  explicit  directions  for  marking  and  shipping  packages 
accompany  each  order.  When  it  is  left  to  me  to  choose  the  mode  of  conveyance,  I  will 
use  my  best  judgment;  but,  as  all  articles  are  at  the  risk  of  the  purchaser  after  being 
shipped,  I  must  not  be  held  responsible  for  any  loss  or  delay  that  may  occur  through 
the  negligence  of  the  forwarders. 

6th.  As  I  guarantee  the  freight  on  all  shipments  leaving  my  establishment,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  unknown  parties  to  remit  the  money  with  their  orders.  Orders  to  be 
sent  by  express  C.  0.  D.  must  be  accompanied  by  at  least  one-third  of  the  amount  in 
cash;  otherwise  they  will  receive  no  attention. 

7th.  My  customers  are  requested  to  notify  me  immediately  of  any  errors  that  may 
be  committed  in  filling  their  orders,  so  that  I  may  at  once  rectify  the  same,  as  I  desire 
to  conduct  my  business  in  all  respects  satisfactory  to  those  who  favor  me  with  their 
confidence. 

8th.  All  orders  from  unknown  correspondents  must  be  accompanied  by  the  cash 
or  satisfactory  reference.

General  Directions  for  the  Cultivation  and  Treatment  of  Flowers. 

The  success  or  failure  of  flower  seeds  depends  greatly  upon  the  selection  of  a 
proper  soil  in  which  to  sow  them.  The  soil  best  suited  for  the  successful  growing  of 
flowers  is  a  fine,  rich,  sandy  loam. 

Flower  seeds  should  be  sown  in  shallow,  well-drained  boxes  or  pots,  placed  in  a 
warm  window,  a  hot-bed,  or,  if  possible,  a  green-house.  A  common  mistake  made  in 
sowing  flower  seeds  is  in  planting  them  too  deep.  As  a  general  rule,  cover  only  to  the 
depth  of  the  thickness  of  the  seeds.  With  Balsams,  Zinnias,  Morning  Glory,  Sweet 
Peas,  Nasturtium  and  the  like  seeds,  half  an  inch  is  not  too  much.  Pansies,  Pinks, 
Daisy,  and  other  seeds  of  like  size,  should  be  but  lightly  covered.  Fine  flower  seeds, 
such  as  Calceolaria,  Lobelia,  Geranium,  Petunia,  Primulus,  Begonia,  Cineraria,  Portu- 
laca,  and  other  seed  of  like  size,  should  be  sown  in  shallow  boxes  well  drained,  pots  or 
earthen  pans,  in  a  soil  composed  of  leaf  mold,  or  good  loam  and  fine  sand,  well  mixed. 
They  should  be  merely  pressed  into  the  soil  with  a  piece  of  board,  and  covered  lightly 
with  fine  sand.  Always  press  the  earth  down  firmly  after  sowing  all  flower  seeds,  and 
water  frequently  with  a  very  fine  sprinkler.  Success  is  more  certain  if  a  pane  of  glass 
be  placed  over  the  pan  or  box  till  the  plants  have  appeared,  when  it  should  be  removed. 
The  box  or  pan  should  have  plenty  of  light,  but  shade  it  with  paper  or  cloth  from  the 
hot  sun  until  the  young  plants  are  well  started.  When  the  seeds  are  up  they  must  be 
given  plenty  of  air  and  moisture;  not  too  much  water,  or  they  will  damp  off.  When 
the  plants  are  well  out  of  the  seed  leaf,  they  must  be  transplanted  to  new  boxes  or 
small  pots  until  they  are  ready  to  set  in  the  open  ground.  To  transplant  them,  do  not 
pull  them  out  of  the  seed  pan  or  box,  but  break  up  the  soil  by  running  a  stick  or  the 
trowel  under  it,  when  the  plants  can  be  taken  out  with  good  roots.  After  transplant- 
ing, the  plants  should  be  well  watered,  and  kept  shaded  for  a  few  days,  until  they  are 
well  rooted  in  the  new  soil.  Many  fine  seeds  are  killed  by  too  much  water.  While 
growing  they  should  be  watered  lightly,  carefully  and  frequently  with  a  very  fine 
sprinkler,  but  not  in  such  large  quantities  as  to  saturate  the  soil.  Plants  in  pots 
should  be  repotted  into  larger  pots  as  often  as  the  pots  are  fairly  filled  with  roots,  if 
fine  flowers  are  desired. 

Explanation  of  Signs  Used  in  Flower  Seed  Catalogue. 

Annuals  grow,  bloom  and  die  the  first  year  from  seed. 

Biennials  bloom  the  second  year  from  seed,  and  then  die  ;  though  many,  if  sown 
early  in  the  spring,  will  flower  the  first  year. 

Perennials  usually  bloom  the  second  year  from  seed,  and  continue  to  grow  and 
bloom  for  many  years.    Some  will  also  bloom  the  first  year,  if  sown  early.

Hints  on  Transplanting. 

The  many  excellent  treatises  on  Fruit  Culture  which  have  appeared  within  the  last 
few  years — one  or  more  of  which  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  person  intending  to 
plant — render  it  almost  unnecessary  to  give  any  directions  in  that  line;  yet  we  are  so 
frequently  asked  for  advice  in  this  way,  that  we  have  concluded  to  offer  a  few  general 
remarks. 

The  situation  of  the  orchard  having  been  decided  on,  the  ground  should  be  deeply 
plowed,  subsoiled,  and  thoroughly  pulverized.  The  holes  should  be  dug  at  least  a 
foot  larger  in  every  direction  than  actually  required  by  the  roots,  when  spread  out  in 
their  natural  position.  The  roots  should  be  carefully  examined,  and  mutilated  and 
bruised  portions  cut  off.  In  planting,  the  top  soil  should  be  broken  down  into  the 
hole,  and  worked  carefully  in  between  every  root  and  fibre,  filling  up  every  crevice, 
that  every  root  may  be  in  contact  with  soil,  and  the  whole  made  quite  firm  as  the  fill- 
ing-up  progresses.  The  tree  when  planted  may,  in  light  soils,  stand  from  two  to  three 
inches  deeper  than  it  stood  in  the  nursery;  but  in  heavy  clay  or  wet  ground  it  is 
advisable  to  have  it  stand  at  the  same  height  as  it  was  before  transplanting. 

On  account  of  our  long,  hot,  dry  summers,  we  have  found  it  beneficial  to  shade 
the  sunny  side  of  the  tree  with  a  board  or  shake  stuck  in  the  ground  a  few  inches 
away  from  it,  for  the  first  two  or  three  years.  The  tops  should  be  shortened  in  more 
or  less,  in  proportion  to  size  and  variety  of  tree  and  condition  of  roots. 

A  work  on  "Horticulture  in  California,"  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Wickson,  editor  of  the 
"Pacific  Rural  Press,"  which  I  have  for  sale,  will  be  found  very  useful  in  this  regard, 
written  as  it  is  for  this  coast;  and  by  an  author  of  wide  experience  here. 

For  distance  of  planting  fruit  trees,  and  number  of  trees  required  for  an  acre  at  a 
given  distance  apart,  see  last  page.
